Is Disarmament Now. 
A Realizable Goal? 


ANDREI VISHINSKY’S: dis- 
armament proposal in the 
United Nations Assembly Sept. 
80 has captured world attention. 

Its acceptance’ by the French 
and British delegates, among 
others, and the fact that not even 
U. S. delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge was able to Pmt h it, 
may indicate that the ruli 
litical circles in these three coun- 
tries were caught off balance by 
Vishinsky’s simplicity, directness 
and logic. ’ 

The French and British had 
earlier made similar proposals, 
in the expectation that the Soviet 
Union would reject them. _ But 


the Soviet Union accepted them,’ 


incorporated them in the plan 
which, Vishinsky offered. 

No one could say, therefore, 
that the Soviet Union was not 
willing to make concessions in 
the interest of peace. Even in-
